A OHINESE FUNERAL, 
(Concluded from yesterday.) 


ing the water,” wherewith to wash the 
body of the deceased. First came the 
“musicians” (save the word); then a 
priest wearing’a long robe of @ dark ted 
colour and a sort of college cap, and, 
lastly, the whiteclad mourners. On the 
mainland the procession would probably 
have repaired to the nearest river well, or 
even the wet ditch of the city, for the 
water, but these antiquated conveniences 
being scarce in Hongkong the sorrowful 
cortege on this occasion was compelled to 
wend its steps to (shades of Confucius {) 
—the government hydrant at the end of 
the street! The leading actor in this 
cermony of “buying the water” was, a8 
usual, the eldest son of the deceased, a 
Gb about seven or elght years of age, 

jotwithstanding hia youth, however, his 
part was performed ‘with an exactness 
that must have resulted from a consider- 


-able attount of previous instruction. 


Bearing in his hand a wand covered with 
white, indented paper ; supported on each 
a female relative, and bendingnear- 
ly double-in token’ of his intense grief, this 
young scion ‘of the deceased proceeded 
plowly-and. gravely in the direction of 
the hydrant, the “band” mesnwhile 
doing their best with the “tom-toms” 
and that close imitation of the Scotch 
bag-pipe-—the Ohinese pie. Arrived-at 
the hydrant the party ‘nelt.around that 
useful appliance of modern times }- the 
“musicians” redoubled their exertions, 
and the priest his prayers; more in- 
censs was burnt, and a tremendous 
burst of wailing and Jamantation went 
tp from the mourners, While these 
necensary performances werein operation, 


‘the youth to whom wo have just referred 
drew with the requisite prostrations and | 


solemnity a-pasin of water from. the

society. Ab intervals ‘during these and 
gubsequent ceremonies gilt and ‘ailvered 
paper in. the shape of coins and syceo 
bara ia burnt, in the belief that it. will 
also’ pass: into the invisible world, 
where it will be recoined into solid| 
cash ; and: clothes; sedan chairs, ‘furni- 
ture, buffaloes’ and. horses, made of 
paper, are transfered on the same princi- 
ple to the “ better land” ‘for the benefit 
of the-dead. - ake 

The body was brought through the 
window and placed in. the coffin outside 
the house on the stage at the top of the 
temporary wooden structure, It ia the 
practice with the richer Chinese, at Jeast 
on the mainland, to keep the coffined 
bodies of their relatives in their houses 
for long periods, sometimes for years, 
This custom was not followed on Wed- 


nesday, the funeral taking place imme- |- 


diately after.the ceremony of “ buying 
the water.” Most of our readera are 
doubtless ’familiat.with the ‘shape. of 
‘Chinese coffins, . Large”aums of ‘money 
are sometimes expended on. cofiing 
the “ celestials,” and a dutiful son: will 
aco that his parents are provided with 
these melancholy receptacles sometimes 
many years before their death,. ‘They 
are made of heavy boards four ‘or five 
-inches in thickness, and rounded at the 
outer: joints, and appear to’ invariably 
take the form, in this Colony, of the 
polished trunk of a. tree, Inside they. 
appear to be lined with a sort.of mortar; 
the joints are all carefully closed with a 
similar substance, but a. small ‘hole -is 
drilled through the coffin ‘over the face 
of the’deceased, so as. to leave a channel 
of escape and entrance for the spirits, 


It was a work of somo difficulty to, 


bring the coffined body down the steep 
foot-way from the window to the road, 
but tho task was finally socomplished 
without’ mishap, amidst. the renewed 
wailings of the mourning women, the 
shrieks of the pipe, and tho belabouring 
of the “tom-toms.” Awaiting the 
arrival of the coffin. in the streat were 
some twenty elaborately carved’ and 


lavishly. gilded sedan chairs, constructed. 


expecially “for ‘such occasions, These 
chairs contained meats, fruits, and oakea 
real and artificial«-in profusion, 
Among other articles. displayed were 
to be noticed two excellently cooking 
sucking pigs, Two or three altar pieces, 
emblazoned with the name and age of 
the deceased, were also. carried in the 
procession; also banners, the deceased’s 
tablet and photograph, and othér articles, 


the bearera all being dressed more or 


lesa in mourning costume,. Before the 
procession started for the burial ground 
at Mount Davis, there was more wail- 
ing, more incense: burnt, more shrieks 
from the “gusty pipe,” and more.prayers 
from the priest. One of the laat acts of 
the: mourners was to walk- round the 
coffin ; and then the procession moved 
off, the coffin taking the last place in the 
cortege. : es 

At Mount Davis the body was con- 
signed to mother earth with much Jam- 
entation, incense burning and. praying, 
but this article has already assumed pro- 
portions too long to admit of of the burial 
ceremony being desoribed in detail. 
There was, however, apparently but lit- 
tle difference between the proceedings at 
the grave, so far as the priest, the mour- 
ners and especially the “ musicians” were 
concerned, and those earlier in the day. 
Tho deceased's tablet is carried back in 
procession to the house, and. there set up 
in a room, specially reserved for such 
purposes, with other tablets of the family. 
Before these tablets incense is daily 
burnt and prayers offered, The « food 
carried in the procession. is, we believe, 
commonly distributed among the poor; 
sometimes, however, a portion of it is 
consumed inthe house, 

The burial places of the Chinese are 
selected by necromancers, and if the 
family be rich thig selection is often made 
a matter of considerable difficulty and 
expense, A good view for the entombed 
spirit is one of the chief requirements 
for a. grave, ‘The side of. a. hill over- 
looking water, a*copse, or a ravine 
near & hill top, are highly favoured 
spots, Aboutthe 5th April in each year 
the population of. the country. may be 
seen trooping out to their tombe to repair 
‘and sweep them, and make offerings, A 
Chinese tomb. in the south’ of Chins 
seems invariably, so far as the outline‘on 
the ground is concerned, to take the 
form of the Greek letter Omega (n), and 
when raised to.any height it usually 
/much resembles a huge arm-ohsir, the 
eoffin being placed in the seat,

THE GERMAN ARMY AND NAVY. 

Tho military contributor of the Cologne 
Gazette says that the establishment for the 
year 1878 of the regular field army of 
Germany, including the transport corps 
andthe administrative services, is 17,310 
offcera, 687,594. men, 1,800 guns, and 
238,062 horses, The reserve forca consists 
of 4,426 officers, 243,096 men, 426 guna, 
and 80,690 horses ; and ‘the gerrison army, 
inoluding the wholé of the landwebr, of 
10,107 officors, 358,102 mon, $24 guns, and 
87,414 horses, Tho total available war 
establishment is, therefore, 31,843 officers, 
1,283,791 men 301,636 horses, and 426 field 
batteries (divided equally among the three 
portions of the army), with 2,550 guns. 
immediately on the outbreak of wat, 
however, the field army could bp strong- 
theaed .by from 120 to 150 landwebr 
battalions, 144 landwehr squadrons, and 54 
field battertes, so that the force available 
for immediate employment would be 
900,000 men, with 2,124 flold guns. This, 
force oan be further increased by 148 
“fourth battalions” of the field army and 
270 lsndsturm battalions, which under 
recent regulations would besupplied with a 
sufficient number of. officers. Aa to the 
German navy, its establishment. for the 
present year consists of 1 vice-admiral, 3 
rear-admirals, 18 sea-captalns, 43 captains 
of corvettes, 77 chief lieutenants, 126 nea 
lieutenants, 128 aub-licutenants, 100 cadets, 
19 engineers, 58 officers, and 22 cadots of 
the reserve, 89 deck-officers, 659 sub-officors, 
6,189 sailors, and 412 boys, besides the 
dockyard divistons, which comprise 145 
officers and 1,616 sub-officers and sailors. 
The total peace establishment of the German 
navy amounts to about 10,000 officers and 
men. The German fleet, excluding tho 
vessels on harbour duty, consists of 60 
vessels, with 407 guns. Four fron-olad 
corvettes and five covered corvettes aro 
building. .

‘Whether 
the negotiations were carried on direotly 
between the people and Tso-tsoun-tsan, or 
whether, as is more: probable; ‘tho ‘governor 
of the town took advantago of the detira for 
peace on the part. of the Inhabitants to 
accept the Chinese bribes to give up the for- 
tress, is not yet authoritatively stated. At 
any rate the key of Kashgar surrendered 
without striking a blow, and immediately 
after the entry of Tso-tsoun-tsan the city 
wos given over for plunder. ‘For several 
day scenes of the most frightful desorip- 
tion ensued, and the atrocities were cay 
susfiended when it became apparent to the 
Chinese general that tho plave; which on 
account of its resources he had ohosen for 
his head-guarters, would become utterly 
depopulated if the exccases of his soldiers 
wero not arrested, Several thousand of the 
people fled to the Russian frontier, where 
they received assistance from-the Russian 
authorities, A few days after the Chinoso, 
army, 20,000 strong, set out for Kashgar, 
accompanied by 16,000 Doungans. On its 
way it was met by a deputation from tho 
town of Tourfan, submitting the place to 
tho Chinese. At Kotan a similar dosire 
prevailed, but the Chinese general, instead 
of, directing his steps towards, it, as had 
originally boen intended, when he -heard a 
rumour that Bek. Kuli Bek was there, 
proceeded direct to Kashgar. No opposition 
encountered him on the way, on i 
arrival the oi hc oe firing a 
shot.

Am a recent mesting of the French Acade- 
my of Sulences a paper was read giving an 


-acoount of the working of a ventilatin; 


apparatus lately fitted on board the Frenc 
transport Annamite, one of four large vensels 
built for conveying troops to and from 
Cochin China, The ventilation of the ship 
is effected by utilizing the heat escaping 
up the funnels when the vessel is under 
stesm ; or by lighting small fires for the 
purpose when the transport is lying . at 
auchor; and especial attention has been 
given to providing for the ventilation of a 
sick bay established in the ceatre of the 
vessel, and. also of the deck on which the 
men aleep. At some trials which were re- 
cently made it was found that, after tho 
transport had been under welgh for three 
hours, 29,000 cuble metres of air were 
evacuated every hour, while after steaming 
fora short time longer the volume of air 
discharged was between 30,000 and 40,000 
metres per hour. Even at the lower rate 
the air in the hospital was renewed eight 
times in the hour ; and therefore the at- 
mosphere of the slok bay, aven if full of 
aiok, would be kept perfectly fresh. . The 
lan of ventilation thus successfully adopted 
on board the Annamite was first suzgested 
by a French naval engineer in 1874, when 
the Investor received the medal of the Aca- 
dewy on the recommendation of a commit- 
tee Which examined and reported on his 
plan; dnd it is now suggested that the 
same method might be employed with ad- 
vontage on board the vessels engaged in 
bringing horses from the Argentine Repub- 
Ho or live cattle. from America. .
